Power and Responsibility. 


Before the judiciary committee of the New York constitu- 


tional convention at Albany the other clay Judge Olson of the 
Chicago inuricipal court declared that direct primaries have 


- (caused a deterioration in the personnelof his court. 
Me said: 


"Direct primaries have resulted in irfKeieftttoirof lilen because 
o'l their political affiliations. 
A mai^vlifi^a :good politician 


ahd can get Ihe votes may be elected without any considera- 
lijbri oLhis abilities, and perhaps in preference to a well quali- 
fied man." 


. ' fhere is no doubt thai Judge Olson spoke the truth, but the 


fact that unfit men are sometimes elevated to the bench in 
slates where the judges are elected instead of being appointed 
does not in itself condemn the direct primary. That this sys- 


' lem of nominating officials has its drawbacks is coming to be 
recognized irr many quarters, but the theory is excellent. 
It 


places the choice of public officials more directly and complete- 
ly, ili Hie hands of (he people than would be possible by any 


' other system/ and if Ihe results are not satisfactory the respon- 


sibility rests upon the voters. In these'days we'hear a great 
deaj:;ibout adjusting the machinery&pf government so that it 
will'be possible to "place Ihe responsibility," and if the direct 
priijiary does not do this it would be difficult to imagine, any- 
thing that could. 


: 'People of the states in which judges are appointed are con- 
vinced that, that system is better than (lie election of judges, 
but {here are arguments to be advanced on both sides of this 
question.' • Where judges are elected there is no reason why 
the direct'primary should result in unwise selections any more 
than in the choice of other public officials.
